THE EDUCATION 
QUESTION.

THE Government of China has 
acquired the conviction that in Japan 
certain means have attained ceriain 
ends. Because Japan has attained 
these ends, the Island Empire, but 
lately a small and feeble folk, is now a 
small and strong nation, accepted as 
an equal by the Great Western 
Powers. It is evident to the Govern- 
ment of China, that if this continental 
Empire follow the course which Japan 
has taken, it must becomea large and 
strong nation; a consummation de- 
voutly to be wished, for China will 
then be able to renew successfully the 
attack on foreigners which aborted in 
1900. The means by which Japan 
attained her present enviable position 
are the education of her people and 
the drilling of her soldiers on Western 
lines, The people of China then 
must be educated and the Chinese 
troops drilled on Western lines, and 
the desired result must follow, for the 
Chinese Government does not know 
enough to understand that the success 
of methods depends on the nature of 
the material on which they are em- 
poyed. But if the same education 
‘ines not produce the same result on 
Chinese that it has done on Japanesa, 
it is yet a goo: thing in itself; and 
all foreigners must heartily commend 
the auxiety shown by the Chiness

Government to promo‘e the educa- 
tion of the people on Western lines, 
whatever the ulterior object. Ir is 
more than probable that this object 
wili be forgotten when the education 
has become general, and has opened, 
as it will, the eyes of the Chinese 
people. 

We dealt in these columns on the 
19th of February with some of the 
problems confronting those who are 
engaged in carrying out the phan of 
the Government to introduce Western 
learning into China, aad we may 
repeat one paragraph of our article of 
that date : “ Another difficulty is the 
status of the nonconformists, or all 
those who for any reason decline to 
pay divine honours to Confucius 
‘The reverence demanded for the 
occnpants of the Throne may be 
adjusied so long as the essential rites 
of worship are eliminated: but to 
require the kotou toward a tablet 
before which incense is burned or 
sacrifices presented entirely changes 
the situation. In Shantung and 
probably in some ‘other provinces, 
there seems to be no difficulty in the 
case of those who are Christians when 
they enter; the resulting commotion 
which Mencius regards as a character- 
istic of all good medicine will take 
place should a student become a 
Christian during his college course. 
The difficulty is precisely the same as 
that which now obtains in the man- 
darinate, and until religious tolera- 
tions, as advocated by Dr. Richard, 
and as now obtains in Japan, is 
granted, there will be no satisfactory 
solution of it.” In another column 
we have treated this subject at some 
length, but it is of such vital import- 


ance to China and to foreigners in } 


China that we make no apology for 
returning to it, 

The provincial authorities then, 
we learn, at Chinanfa are insisting 
that all students in the new college 
there founded by the Viceroy Yuan 
Sbih-k’ai, and which is looked up to 
as a model for the colleges in other 
provinces, shall, without regard to 
creed, worship ‘the tablet of Con- 
facius; although the promise was 
made by Mr. Tang, acting for the 
then Governor Yuan, at the time 
the regulations were made, that 
Christian students should be excused 
from this bimonthly ceremony. 
There are not many Christians, we 
learn, in the college at present, but 
this demand, if enforced, will in- 
evitably drive out, as it is perhaps 
intended to do, all the conscientious 
Christian students, who are the best 
of their class; and it is not unlikely 
that it will also involve, as it is per- 
haps intended to do, the resignation 
of those in charge of the Western 
teaching, all of whom in Chinan are 
Christians, a step which would be 
fatal to the carrying-on of the college 
in the way H.E. Yuan intended. 
This will be an entire change from 
‘he enlightened and liberal policy 














splayed by the founder of the 
college, so thst instead of seting a 
good example, as intended, Chinan 
will set a dangerous example to other 
provincial capitals, 

Unfortunately these new orders 
are said to have been inspired from 
Peking, which, taken in conuection 
with the recent discharge of the 
whole foreign faculty of the Peking 
University, would seem to indicate a 
recrudescence of the old anti-foreign 
and ant-Christian spirit, which has 
made so much trouble in the past. 
Ifthe Government is in earnest in 
its desire for reform, which Yuan 
Shib-kai himself seems to donbr, it 
cannot afford to drive away from its 
service the only foreigners in China 
who are able and willing to assist it in 
its educational efforts, nor can it afford 
to drive out of its schools and col- 
leges the Christians, who are becom- 
ing more and more numerous in the 
country, and who are quite as likely 
to become true patriots as those who 


have never been influenced by 
Christianity. 
The charge made against the 


Chinese Christians during the Boxer 
disturbances (a charge which was 
never proved) was that they were 
not patriotic. Ifanything will tend 
to impair the patriotic spirit amons 
the Christians, it will be the ostra- 
cism and injustice contemplated in 
such orders as those recently issued 
in Shantung. Liberality will pay, 
illiberality will defear its own object 
and wili tend to make ensmies for 
the ernment where it should 
have its hest friends.

A REPLY TO THE ANGLO- 

_ JAPANESE AGREEMENT, 
London vid Bombay, 20th March. 
The diplomatic representatives of 

France and Russia have handed to 
the Powers a declaration stating that 
the Allied Powers of France and 

Russia, while pleased to find in the 

Anglo-Japanese ‘Treaty an affirmation 
of the principle which forms the basis 
of their own policy, namely the main- 
tenance of the status quo and peace 
in the Orient and the independence of 

China and Corea which will remain 

open to all equally,—are neverthe- 

less also obliged to consider the possi 
bility of aggression by a third Power, 
or the occurrence of fresh troubles in 

China likely to jeopardise the latter's 

integrity and free development, and 

to menace their own interests: they 
therefore reserve to themselves the 
right to consider in such a case the 
means of protecting those interests.

Japanese journalistic opinion is 
somewhat divided concerning the 
Franco-Russian declaration, some 
finding therein a frank adhesion to 
the purposes of the Anglo-Japanese 
‘Agreement and therefore an addi- 
tional guarantee for peace, others 
asking whether if such were the 
object it could not have been better 
attained by joining the Anglo- 
Twpanese Alliance than by an inde- 
pendent comBination. 

One leading paper considers that 
the Franco-Russian alliance is 
weakened for European purposes by 
its extension to regions where the 
interests of the two allies are not 
always identical. 

‘The belief is further expressed 
that the policy of alliances being 
now extended to the -East, the 
Occident and Orient will each be- 
come more sensitive to political 
incidents in the other. 

Germany's isolated position is 
viewed with much curiosity, inrsmuch 
as without her co operation the 
Franco-Russian alliance is virtually 
powerless against the Anglo-Japanese, 
whence it is assumed that Russia 
tried to win the co-operation of 
Germany but failed —Special service.

I learn from the best-informed parties, 
that the statement, made by English 
papers, that the German Government has 
coupled the withdrawal of the Provisional 
Government in Tientsin with the granting 
of mining concessions in Shantung, is 
utterly unfounded. Germany does not 
demand at all new mining concessions in 
the Province of Shantung, but at present 
only negotiations are 1g place as to 
details of the regulations for those con- 
cessions which have been granted properly 
in the pn of 1899. As Chancellor 
Count Biilow has also stated lately in the 
German Reichstag, only the exorbitant 
demands of taxes by the Wai-Wu-Pu 
render the arrangement of this matter 
difficult. ‘The reduction of these demands, 
however, would benefit all nations in the 
same way. 

‘But never an attempt has been made to 
amalgamate this affair with the Tientsin 
question As to the — withdrawal 
of the Provisional Government, about 
the principle of which no dispute 
has ever arisen, negotiations have 
been going on between the Powers 
already for some time. However, a date 
for this withdrawal has not yet been fixed. 
It is self-understood, that all the Powers 
‘agree in the desire that before Tientsin 
will be returned to the Chinese, full 
security must be obtained that no incon- 
veniences will take place as before, and the 
proper means, of support for tho foreign 
garrisons, which will be kept in Tientein, 
will be afforded. In this question Ger- 
many goes hand in hand with all other 
Powers and does not purstte any special 
interests of her own.

S . party to stealing goods from the lizhters of 


‘the Taku Tug and Lighter Company, Ltd. 
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We have to consider in what way the 
prosecution wished to prove Yang Tsu-pins 
has been a party to the stealing. 

‘It would seem that the prosecution relies 
in provi g this charge on the fart of Yang 
‘Tsu-ping receiving mousy insuch a manner 
that he had no right to as a servant of the 
Company, having knowledge that the 
parties yaying the money could only 
Tecompense themselves by stealing and 
obviou-ly from the Taku Tug and Lighter 
Company’s (Ltd.) lighters. ‘The evidence 
that Yang Tsu-ping has received money, 
has been by three ways, v 

(1) deductiny money from the salary of 
the landahs. 

(2) selling the position of laodah. 

(3) ‘demanding from a laodah, from time 
to time, money to retain his po-ition, 
knowing that considerable robheries were 
taking place from lighters. 

‘After carefully considering the evidence 
both for the prosecution and the defence, 
the Court is of opinion 

(1) That Yang Tsu-ping did sell the 
position of laodah for considerable sums of 
money, well knowing that the laodahs must 
recoup’ themselves by stealing from the 
Taku Tug and Lighter Company's (Ltd.) 
lighters. - 

(2) that he also received money obtained 
by the selling of goods from these lighters. 

() that the Iaodshs paid him money 
from time to time for retaining their 
positions as Inodahs. 

‘The Court finds Yang Tsu-ping guilty of 
the charge of being a party to stealing 
goods from tho lighters of the Taku ‘Tug 
‘and Lighter Company (Ltd.) and sentences 
him to (1) one year's imprisonment with 
hard labour; (2) a fine of ton thousand 
taols (Tis.

THE PROMISE OF 
SPRING. 


21st March. 

We have had our usual colourless 
winter, only a little more so. One 
or two attempts at snowfall, a few 
frosts, some drizzling discomfort, 
though not much, and the early dark- 
ness withont. Within, an insreasing 
sphere of gaicty, the usnal mutual 
unfailing hospitality and general 
goodwill of enjoyment. 

Now we have fairly embarked upon 
onr spring. We are on the border- 
land of balmy weather, alternating 
with the dreary drizzle that makes 
our Shanghai famous—for mud and 
mould.

Belated 
walkers into the country, whence our 
vegetables conie, are greeted with 
the pungent odonr of the universal 
Chinese fertiliser, by means of which 
the patient countryman wheedles 
three crops a year from mother earth ; 
and, over the blue of the pedestrian’s 
mental sky, clouds the alluring sense 
of insecurity in life, afforded by the 
immediate proximity of typhoid 
germs, The ubiquitous Celestial who 
combines hawking cheap flowering 
plants with the stealing of treasured 
flower pots, is with us again, and 
the chicken thief should soon be 
pursuing his calling. 

Onr winter epidemic is bein 
wrapped up in wadded clothes, pre- 
paratory to a summer of durance vile 
in the pawn-shop, to await the day of 
his release dawning with the chills of 
late autumn, whence, refreshed in 
body and estate, he will greet ns again 
in the Health Officer's report and send 
up the demand for Municipal vaccine 
lymph. 

On the Race Course the chain 
gang is requisitioned to roll the 
cricket pitches spriled temporsrily 
hy football and hackey, The horizan 
of the riding man begins to be 
Founded by the Bubbling Well and 
the fareshars, with occasional trips 
to the Hermitsge, Rubicon or 
Point.

PURE ICE. 
21st March. 

ConsmDERING the general outcry 
that there is for sanitation in Shang- 
hai, it is’ extraordinary that the 
directors of the Shanghai Iee Com- 
pany should have to complain of 
want of support from their share- 
holders and the public generally. It 
seems hardly credible that in the 
present state of our knowledge of 
the way in which serious diseases are 
disseminated, people should be wil- 
ling to take voluntarily into their 
houses, for the sake of’a trifling 
reduction in expense, what is really 
poison which may at any moment 
becume operative. The ice collected 
on paddy fields in the neighbourhood 
of Shanghai is undoubtedly potential- 
ly poisonous. To put it in one’s ice- 
box is to court a serious danger, even 
if the Chinese servants, who are so 
scrupulously exact in carrying out 
the dictates of cleanliness impressed 
on them by their employers, take 
their usual care that neither the ice 
itself nor a drop of the water melted 
from it shall touch anything that is 
intended to be consumed. It is, of 
course, impossible to make sure that 
such instructions are carried out, or 
that no drop of tainted ice-water can 
reach the master’s table in any shape; 
and this serious risk is willingly ran 
for the sake of a very trifling saving. 
It is not as if the machine-made ice, 
which is pure, were an expensive 
luxury; afarthing a pound, if the 








& | consumer sends for it, cannot be cou- 


sidered exorbitant, considering the 
undeniable danger that the house- 
holder who takes only machine-made 
ice escapes. The complaint of the 
Ice Company's directors is apt to 
inspire a doubt whether, when its 
pockets are tonchad however lightly, 
the public is as sincere in its demand 
for sanitation as it profes-es to be. 











TREATY REVISION 
AND LIKIN. 
nd March. 
Ir is very certain that if the 
information cont-ined in the two 
communicated articles with the above 
heading which we published on 
Tuesday and Wednesday last had 
been at the disposal of the China 
Association at their recent special 
meeting, a very different reception 
would have been given to the resolu- 
tion moved by Mr. E. A. Probst. Why 
the Committee sat mum at that 
meeting and allowed the Association 
to go as ray as it dil, it is, we pre- 
sume, useless to ask; the mistake has 
been made, and the best thing now 











would b> to blot out the meeting alto- 
gether from the records of the Asso- 
ciation. 

Now that we know the facts about 
Sir James Mackay’s Proposal, we 
cannot but admire it as « thoroughly 
statesmanlike one. “Get rid of 
internal taxation” has been the 
British merchant's cry for years, 
and this is what Sir James Mackay 
does; and a fuller knowledge of his 
proposal shows that the merchant is 
not asked, as he feared he was, to 
give up substance for shadow. The 
nts against agreeing to an 
ed import du'y in return for 
the abolition of internal taxation have 
been that if the Central Government 
abolished the existing taxation it 
would reimpose it in some other form, 
and that if the Central Government 
tried houourably to carry out its 
engagement, the provincial govern- 
ments would have to reimpose local 
taxation in some furm to provide for 
their own necessities. A subsidiary 
objection is that even if Great Britain 
agreed to the proposed change, other 
Powers would reject it, and the dis- 
sent of one of them would overthrow 
the whole scheme. 

In meeting the first of these 
objections, it is a great point that 
this reform if made will be made 
with the consent and approval of 
China. The more — enlightened 
Chinese statesmen, the men who are 
backed by what public opinion there 
is—and we have had more than one 
indication in the last two years that 
public opinion does exist in China 
and has weizht,—have come to admit 
that in the abolition of all inland 
taxation “lies the only way to rapid 
development of the Empire’s resources 
and prosperity.” We may feel sure 
then that if China agrees to the 
proposed abolition it will be enforced, 
an the success of the opinm likin 
arrangement is an encouraging argu- 
ment. The proposed change is so 
much te the advantage of the Central 
Government that the latter may be 
trusted fo use all ils power to enforce , 
it; and Peking would perfecsly 
appreciate the loss that its revenue 
suffer if, in consequence of the 
provision for compl-te abolition not 
being strictly athered to in the spirit 
and in the letter, the import. tarifl 
were to be suddenly lowered again 
to five percent. ‘The objection that 
the inevitable necessities of the 
provinei«! governments woud drive 
them into continuing local taxation 
in some form or other is met by the 
provision that the proceeds of the 
proposed snpplementary commuta- 
tion shall be handed over by the 
Foreign Customs to the Viceroys 
and Governors of all the provinces 
in proportion to the »mount of likin 
reported collected during the three 
years 1897-1899. As this will give 





















the provineial treasuries a grea‘ deal 
more than the net amount now 
handed in by the likin authorities, 
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the former will certainly be in favour 
of the change when they find out how 
beneficent its action is; and when it 
once sinks into the mind of the people 
that the Emperor Las decreed that 
there are to be no more barriers and 
no more likin stations, or offices for 
the collection of local taxation on 
merchandise in transit, they will take 
care in their own interest that the 
decree is observed. 

There remains the objection that 
the other commercial Powers will not 
consent to the proposal reform. This 
objection is weakened by the fact 
that the other commercial Powers 
were willing before the Peace Pro- 


tocol was signed to agree to the | pl 


import duties being raised to 10 per 
cent, without any quid pro quo what- 
ever and without any reference to 
the views of their merchants. With 
the old treaty transit tax, this would 
have amounted at once to 123 per 
cent; and it is possible that the 
Powers would have consented at the 
same time to maintain the transit 
tax at one-half the import duty; in 
which case the merchants would have 
had laid upon them at once 
the full 15 per cent which was re- 
jected by the majority at the recent 
‘meeting. But if the arguments and 
information now at the disposal of 
the British mercantile community— 
and it is regrettable that the inform- 
ation was not at the disposal of the 
community before that meeting—are 
carefully considered, we believe that 
most of those who voted in favour of 
Mr. Probst's resolutions will change 
their opinion. It is satisfactory to 
know that there is to be another 
meeting at which the members of the 
China Association will not be voting 
in the dark as they were before; and 
whatever the result, it will at least 
have to be conceded that Sir James 
Mackay’s proposal is well thought 
out and most reasonable, and one 
which if it prove practicable will 
result in grea’ and permanent advan- 
tage to the foreign trade of China, 
and therefore. to the foreign merchant 
as well-as the Chinese Government. 











COREA AND 
THE ANGLO-JAPANESE 
ALLIANCE.

To the average Corean the Anglo- 
Japanese Alliance means noching. 
He is busi y engiged at a finishing 
snooze to his long sleep of a thousand 
years and is utterly unconscious of 
treaties, alliances, and conventions. 
Be could net be made to understand 
a fraction of their meaning, however 
loudly you shouted it into his ear, 
for he is slive only within certain 
limits of thonght and beyond that 
altogether inanimate. If you ask him,

Bat if you say: “The Japanese and 
English sre upon you and have made 
an alliance,” he will reply: “I don’t

ing the best kind of medicine for 
the “ cough-sickness,” etc. It will be 
long years before this forgotten child 
of the Orient can be awakened from 
his slumber and taught what a 
trea'y means. 

Official Coren’s view of the agree- 
ment is emphatically a gloomy one. 
In the first place, she wonders why 
she was not consulted before de- 
ion was arrived at; in the second 
e, she interprets the convention 
to mean “business” with regard to; 
her personal interests, and “business,” 
push, activity, “hustle,” “ move-on,” 
are all terms specially abhorrent to 
the Corean.

The condition of Corea is an ex- 
ceedingly dificult one to understand, 
even for those who have watched 
her for many years; to the outside 
world it must be altogether unintel- 
ligible. Bear in mind, first, that she 
has not changed a whit in a thousand 
years in thought or institution. This 
can be proven by running through 
the“ History of the Three Kingdoms,” 
written eight hundred years ago and 
picturing Corea as it still is. The 
ruts have been worn and the w: 
trodden so long, that the native 
unconscious of any other way. You 
may shake him and say: “ Wake up, 
this is the twentieth century A.D., 
and ‘Time is riding by on express 























trains and greyhounds; you'll get run 
H 


over unless you fall into line.” 
sees it and replies: “ Yes I'll do 
but the dose uf morphia is ton paw -r- 
ful, and he drops back overcome. His 
ideas are never obtained from thought, 
but from custom; and they are not 
held intellectually, but are ground 
into his soul so that they disappear 
only when the soul departs, not before. 
He cannot adjust himself to the

With the first opening of the 
ports, Corea lost her bearings and 
has never recovered them. Politics 
and education have been at sixes 
and sevens ever since, growing 
gradually worse and worse. Boys 
used to learn Chinese: now they 
smoke cigarettes and learn nothing. 
The country used to be governed 
according to fixed custom, the 
officials could go so fur and no further, 
the people also were within definite 
bounds: now landmarks have vanish- 
ed, except in memory. This is the 
situation when the Japan-English 
Alliance is announced. On of the 
most intelligent Coreans I know 
called and said: “This Ageeement 
seals our doom.” “Why so?” I 
asked. “Becanse it orings us under 
Japan.” “But Japan by an ad- 
viser will put yon on your feet and 
teach you how to run.” “Yes, that 
is true, bur it means that our real 
independence is gone.” “ But do you 
think you coull get along without 
help?” “Yes, I think we might, I 
think we must,” was his answer. This 
friend, intelligent though he is, does 
not realise that it is a mental, moral, 
physical impossibility for Corea to 
shake off ancient custom and rise and 
walk a new « She may have the 
best of intentions, but the faculty for 
action and execution is extinet. She 
must be he'ped, and that fur many 
years. Help must come from some 
quarter, and the Agreement provides 
for its coming from that quarter most 
acceptable to those who have Corea’s 
interests most at heart. “Face” she 
has lost, and Corea thinks she_ is 
crushed by the thought of it, She 
was not ‘consulted, she has to be 
treated like a child; all she can say is 
that it is the end of the world, and 
outrageous ‘things are happening on 
every hand.

But there is one principle 
which they will inevitably adopt 
with the same instinct as that of a 
mule urged to jump on a Chinese 
ferry. ‘The mule does not know 
what is on the ferry-boat, and he 
does not wish to know. He hasa 
dim notion that he is liable to 
break his legs in getting aboard, 
and he naturally prefers to bear 
the ills which he has, rather than 
leap to others that he knows not of. 
There are certain ceremonies con- 
nected with the greater part of the 
Chinese educational system, and to 
the Chinese these are among the 
most valued inheritances of the past. 
To bow or to k’o-tow to the tablet or 
the image of Confucius or of other 
Sages, appears to the Chinese under 
ordinary circumstances to be as much 
an essential propriety as for a Wes- 
terner to take off his hat in the pre- 
sence of the King. No one has ever 
raised a question as to the wisdom of 
of such a course, which has the sane- 
tion of ages—why should any one 
object: to it now ? 

The fact that there are “con- 
scientious scruples” against acts of 
this sort on the part of some Chinese 
students who have connected them- 
selves with the Christian religion, if 
it is to an average Confucianist 
4 comprehensible proposition at all, 
must be at the same time a very 
objectionable one. Who are these 
upstarts that prepose to alter the 
ritual of ages, and to invade the 
sacred Halls of The Master without 
subscribing to the customary and 
essential marks of respect? He will 
have none of it. Let them do as 
they are told, or keep out of Govern- 
ment Schools, where they can very 
well be dispensed with. A. super- 
abundance of candidates in this 
populous Empire renders any weak 
concession to such perverted senti- 
ment undesirable and inadmissible. 
Thus far these thoughts have for the 
most part been but inchoate iv 
the Chinese official mind, for the 
reason that the exigency has not yet 
definitely arisen, and Chinese officials 














are not in the habit of exhausting 

ir vital energies in contemplating 
probabilities that are more Utan six 
feet distant. When the idea dawns 
upon them that there is an actual ques- 
tion, the answer will occur to them 
just as certainly as it occurs to a bird 
to shake ont its wings when a boy 
essays to put salt on its tail. We do 
not know that we have the ear or 
the eye of the Chinese who determine 
the statas of the new educational 
institutions in China, but if we had 
there are a fe* suggestions that we 
should like to make to them. 

What is the most characteristic 
trait of the Chinese race? Broadly 

aking we might answer Cer 
(li). There is also another “|i” 
noting Right, about which there is 
a good deal said, but we venture to 
affirm that when it comes to a de- 
finite contest in China between 
Ceremony and Principle, it is usually 











quite a foregone conclusion which | P* 


will prevail. 

As a result of their unknown 
millenniums of experience, the 
Chinese have carried the ceremonial 
business to a pitch of perfection not 
hitherto realised anywhere else on 
the planet, In regard to this there 
can be no doub:. Now we should 
like to inquire of the candid advo- 
cites of strict adherence in all re- 
spects to the old ways what, on the 
whole, China has gained by this sub- 
servience to ritual? Graceful preci- 
sion, and a well-ordered regulation 
of human intercourse in all its my- 
riad forms it unquestionably has. 
This isa real attainment, and one 











which the free and easy peoples of| P' 


the West would not be the worse for 
having as an incidental part of 
their complex equipment. 

But if it were to be acquired at the 
tial characteris- 
ation, it would 
not be accepted, and ought not to be 
accepted. China is confronted as 
never before, not altogether, but 
largely through her own faul', with 
all the Western Powers, any one of, 
which is incomparably stronger than 
China. Why is this ? 

‘To the Chinese it naturally appears 
that the Occidenta's are powerful 
because they have _ powerful 
things. Therefore let China get 
powerful things, and she too will be 
strong and great. ‘This illesion has 
prevailed in China for the past forty 
years, which have been a period of 
wandering in the wilderness without 
ability to find the true way out. 
What China lacks is not machinery 
and chemicils, but men. “The man- 
behind-the-gun ” is still the most im- 
portant factor in the military history 
of the world, for the reason that the 
man can make the gun, while the 
gun ean never evolve the man, What 
China wants, or at any rate what she 
needs, is men, and by that we mean 
not male humaa beings but human 





















beings with character and conscience. 


With them a small number could 
manage the Empire, without them 
four hundred millions are far two few, 
and the greater the namber the less 
the actual resilt measured in real 
progress. 

Western civilisation, while it is a 
highly complex product, is inter- 
penetrated with a realisation of the 
essential unity of the universe as the 
product of oie mind, without. which 
there could be no w in the 
“Heaven, Eurth, and the Ten Thous- 
and Things.” A recognition of this 
fundamental fact, and its far-reaching 
cousequences, is the true source of 
Western progress, which is a great 
deal more and a great deal deeper 
than simply an adaptation of certain 
means to certain ends, or the lauded 
“triumph of man over nature.” In 
order to achieve that victory man 
must have a right conception of 
himself and his relation to the other 
arts of the vast mechanism. This 
the Chinese do not perceive, since 
they have had no opportunity to 
learn the principles involved, but 
they ought to consider them at- 
tentively now. To return to the 
specific point at issue, China needs 
educated men with conscience and 
character, and she needs them at 
once. Where is she to get them? 
If the old routine is moditied merely 
by the elision of octopus essays, and 
the insertion of more or less im- 
perfect acquaintance with mathem- 
atics, aud a long line of ‘lugies,’ 
what is the net advantage to China, 
after all? 

In a concluding article we wish to 
oint out that the time has now 
arrived when China needs the services 
of all the best youth and men any- 
where to be found within her borders, 
and that to adept a system which 
deprives her of them is a fatuous 
folly. 














RELIGIOUS 
TOLERATION IN 
GOVERNMENT 
SCHOOLS.

Rericious toleration has always 
been as natural to the Chinese as 
religious intolerance has been natural 
to their cousins the Osmanli Turks, 
This makes the solution of the per- 
plexing problems of the present and 
the immediate future a comparative- 
ly simple matter, if once the right 
attitude is taken in regard to it, 
What is the “right attitude”? It. 
is to learn from the experience of 
others, well as_to profit by one’s 
own mistakes, Not to wander over 
the whole broad field of vision, le: 
the Chinese look at their now envied 
and flattered neighbour, Japan. 
Within less than a third ofa century 








that little Island Empire has been 
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through changes which even in the 
West might in other ages have re- 
quired centuries. Her Parliament, 
her Army, her Navy, her offi 
ranks, are open alike to Buddhists 
and to Uhristians, to the great ad- 
vantage of the conduct of the Go- 
vernment itself, If this is beneficial 
to Japan, where the men and even the 
children appear to have an instinct of 
patriotism altogether unknown in 
China, how much more would it be 
useful in China, where one of the 
greatest needs is the development of 
just such a spirit, ‘There has never 
been atime when China more imper- 
atively required the services of her 
best children chart now, and_ this 
need will be increasingly felt in he 
immediate future. By the “best” we 
definitely mean those who have the 
truest ideals, and in whom the in- 
dispensable conscience and character 
have been actually and potentially 
developed. Thirty years ago the pro- 
mising educational mission to Americ 
was blighted by precisely the pra- 
cesses Which it is in the hearts of some 
Chinese to adopt in the new colleges. 
Young men of promise and of latent 
power were snubbrd and extinguish- 
ed by narrow-minded Taot‘ais, until 
in due time tha imperus of the whole 
movement was lost, and the net results 
were next to nothing. * Is it de- 
sirable to repeat that experiment? 

The leaven of the new learning 
of all sorts is strongly working in 
China, not alone in those pupils 
(now amounting, however, to» large 
number) who have enjoyed the advan- 
tages of instruction in Western 
colleges established by foreigners in 
China independently of any Govern- 
ment aid, but in many others outside. 
A vast literature from diverse sources 
has been diffused all over the 
Empire, Much of it comes from 
Japan, ‘and there is a strong move- 
ment to introduce Japanese teachers, 
and even the Japanese language, as 
a short-cut to attainment in the 
sciences and literature of which 
China stands in need. Unser these 
circumstances, how is it possible to 
imprison this illimitable amount 
of strong new wine in old and 
perishing” wine-skins, , without a 
catastrophe both to the wine 
and to the  wine-skins? China 
is under a debt, ax yet unacknow- 
ledged, to Western’ scholars who 
have spent whole life-times in the 
introduction of the best results 
of their own Christian — civilisa- 
tion, knowing that it is literally 
the only way to save China, The 
risk of a destruction of the au- 
tonomy of this Empire has been 
within the past seven years very 
great indeed. It is great'siill. Any 
one of a variety of occurrences might 
precipitate it. Under these coudi- 
tions it is not a time for Chinese 
officials to persist in the semi-fussilised 
state of mind which was natural iu 
the forties, when the pressure of the 

















West in the form of Great Britain’s 
army and navy began to be felt. 
There ought to be a Committee of 
the ablest men in China to formulate 
a plan of educational action to be 
adopted in every province, and the 
imperative reasons for making it a 
liberal and an enlightened one should 
be made so plain that they cannot 
be mistaken. Then all the influence 
which the best representatives of the 
West in China, both official and un- 
official, can exert, should be brought 
to bear upon the Chinese Government. 
to induce it to make the new status 
one of I.berality, not for students 
only, bur for all holding official 








positions in the Empire. 
Tr is ite to say that this is super- 
finous, or that the tim: for such a 


step has not come. It is a vital 
matter, and the time has much more 
than come, Whatever might have 
fonce been the case, China can no 
longer afi-rd to dispense with her 
Christian subjects. They are literal- 
ly the best material in the Empire, 
and in them lies more of hope tha 
in any other quarter whatever. ‘The 
are numerous, they are rapidly in- 
creasing in numbers and in relative 
importance, they are thoroughly 
patriotic, loyal to the core, ard, as the 
experience of the past two years 
shows, are ready to die for their in- 
most convictions. Has China any- 
where else any body of people of 
whom these predicates can be af- 
firmed ? . 

Whatever the action of the Gov- 
ernment may be, these men—and 
women also—will’ profoundly affect 
the future of the Chinese race. Is it 
worth while to reject their services 
for what, from the Confucian point of 
i view, is only a technicality? ‘The 
venerable Ir, Marin, now long past 
the three-score years and ten, who 
has done more for education in 
Government Institutions than any 
other man in China, recently re- 
| marked to « friend, likewise long ex- 
{ perienced Chinese educational 
lines: “I think what China needs is 
Christian education.” Wirth all her 
wants she needs all the best Christian 
men whom she can get, and she 
ought to welcome them to all the 
opportunities of the present, tha: 
they may repay the debt by bearing 
some of the weighty responsibili 
of the future.

Passenger Traffic. 

‘A small Inunch has lately begun to run 
between Shasi and Ichang for passenger 
trafic. It calls at all the towns 
beween the two ports, ‘The fares 
are very reasonable, and if a regular 
service be maintained, the endeavour of 
the Company ought to be successful. 

Tn Ichany and in the towns on the river, 
yellow bills have beon posted up giving 
details of service and fares. 

Ichang in the Cold. 

We are much interested in the granting 
of Penny Postage to British Post Offices 
in China, beyond Hongkong, As we are

The Drought 


now threatens seriously the prospects of the 
spring rice crop. Up country the water in 
the creeks is quite salt except where the 
people have constructed dams, preserving the 
water at the expense of the boat traffic. 
This last evil is recognised on all hands as 
a temporary, atid lesser one, and s0 provokes 
no recriminations. In some places the far- 
mers sowed their seed last week in salt 
water. This treatment, they say, does not 
injure the sprouting paddy for the_irst week ; 
but after that rain must come, or disaster. 
‘The rain has not come, und the seed has 
perished in all like likelihood by this time. 


Clan-Fights. 

One of the less direct effects of the 
drought is the prevalence of clan-fights. 
Failure of the crops m+kes people irritable, 
and also gives them leisure to wipe out old 
grudges. In oue region there ‘ave been 
several deaths already, and the fighting 
seems only in it« beginnings. In another, 
a hundred vill: ‘are divided into two 
parties, and it only requires the spark to set 
the whole countryside in a blaze. And this 
despite the fact that an Imperial Commis- 
sioner, with powers, is employed in pacifying 
the Swatow hinterland. He carries quiet 
wherever he goes, but takes it away with 
him on his departure.

The Anglo-Japanese Alliance. 

You will not need to be told that an 
extraordinary sensation was caused in this 
ecuatry by the announcement of the sigu- 
ing of-tho Anglo-Japanese Agreement. 
‘The secret had been kept absolutel, 
a singular hour was chosen for its publica- 
tion. It was close upon midnight on Tues- 
day when the printed dispatch was laid 
upon the table of the House of Commons ; 
and although it is probable that one or 
two London newspapers were supplied 
with copies @ littl earlier than this, most 
of them had the briefest. possible time in 
which to make up their minds and express 
their views about it. For the most part, 
however, the conclusion of the treaty. was 
welcomed with great satisfaction. “Last 
night it was discussed in both Houses of 
Parliament, and although the Liberal: 
were bound to utter warnings and 
cisms, it was plain that the general view 
among them—at all events among. the 
Imperialist majority of them—was dis- 
tinetly favourable. Lord Rosebery indees!, 
while very properly guarding” himself 
against endorsing a uew policy which no 
one outside the Government has had time 
to consider in all its bearings, frankly 
announced that his first view was favour- | 
able to the Treaty, and that he thought 
the Government was to be congratulated | 
on its conalusion. He could hard - | 
deed, have taken any other view, seeing 
that the keynote of his own policy in the 
Far East was a recounition of the common 
interests of Great Britain and Japan. 


A Striking Departure. 

Those who are not directly interested in 
the Far East are naturally, however, in- 
clined to regar:l the treaty more from the 
point of view of the way in which it will 
affect our relations with Continenta’ 
Tt is a striking departure in 
foreign politics, for it is in effect. an offen- 
sive and defensive alliance such a it has 
been the setifed policy of th 
ever since the con 
i Lord Lansdowno frankly 
cmowledyes that. ure indeed 
he warns us not to ¢ surprised if at no 
distant date we should hear of our enirs 
into other alliances, for he declares isola 
ioned superstition,” 
and that “ the country which has the 200” 
fortune to possess allies is more to be 
envied than the country without alli 
Of course the Gurernment is bound to giv: 
no direct encouragement to the idea that 
the troaty is aimed at any particular 







































































Power or Powers; but very significant 
and very direct was the reply which Lord 
Lansdowne gave to a question put to 
him by Lord Rosebery, who asked, Does 
the phraso territorial integrity of China 
comprehend Manchuria’ ” “So far as His 
Majesty's Government. aro concerned, ” 
Lord Lansdowne replied, “we hare never 
doubted that Manchuria formed part of 
the Chinese Empire, and tho reference to 
the integrity o: the Chinese Empire which 
is contained in the treaty must therefore 
bo taken as referring to Manchuria as well 
as to other parts of the Chinese Empire.” 
Weihaiwei. 

Only a few days before the announce- 
ment of the Anclo-Japanose  -.liance 
another sensation, much less favourable 
to the Government, had been caused by 
tho official confirmation of the rumoured 
abandonment of Weihaiwei as a military 
station. Tho treaty of course renders that 
abandonment of much less importance ; 
but Lord Lansdowne does not pretend 
that the treaty was the cause of the aban- 
donment. The action now taken does not 
of course imply that the leasing of Wei- 
haiwei was a mistake; but that a blunder 
was made in the attempt to convert it in- 
to a military base rather than a commer- 
cial station is admitted. 


The Remount Scandal. 

This Weibaiwei business, coming in 
the midst of the Remount Scandal, has 
certainly not increased confidence in the 
War Office. Day by day fresh facts ara 
coming to light. Tho services of Captain 
Hartigan, who confessed to bavine re- 
vcieved commissions in connection with tho 
purchaso of horses in Hungary, have been 
idispensed with ; and last night Mr. Brod- 
‘rick admitted that a veterinary officer had 
resigned his commission and forfeited his 
gratuity of £800 rather than face a chargo 
of receiving commissions on horses bourht 
in New Orleans. It would be unfair of 
course to blame the War Office too severe 
ly for the fact that at a time of enormous 
stress and difficulty they have not suc- 
ceeded in entirely guarding themselves 
against the unpatriotic and perhaps even 
fraudulent rapacity of those supplying 
war materials. There has never been © 
war yet in which such things hare not 
happened. «ut that the War Office is not 
even now conducted on the best principles 
can hardly be denied after recent dis- 
closures. 


Mr. Chamberlain and the City. 
There was a wonderful demonstration 
in the City yesterday when Mr. Chamber- 
lain went first to tho Guildhall to receive 
an address from the Corporation and then 
to the Mansion House to be féted by the 
Lord Mayor. The City authorities natur- 
ally did their best to mako the demon- 
stration a big one, even outside the 
precincts of their ancient hall. 
It is) an interesting fact that 
the only precedent for paying such an 
honour to a statesman or public servant— 
the presentation of an address to one who 
could not be given the freedom of the City 
because he already possessed it—took 
place in the case of Mr. Gladstone; and I 
believe even in that caso the Polico 
authorities did not go to the length they 
have done in the present case—stopping 
ail the traffic in the principal streot 
through which the honoured guest was °0 
‘Th. result of this was of 20 ‘tse 
yw ter crowds collected than ev.d 
uss have found standing room ; ard 
the whole object was no doubt to impress 
foreign nations with London’s absolute 
concurrency in the policy which Mr. 
Chamberlain represents. In his speech at 
the Guildhall the Colonial Secretary was 
so careful to avoid controversial politics 
and indiscretions that he was hardly so 
successful as he might have been. His 
culogies of our army were very fine, no 
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doubt, but they were a little platitu- 
dinous. 


The King. 

King Edward held his first lerée on 
Tuesday. There was a very large number 
of presentations, and altogether it was an 
exceptionally brilliant gathering. As was 
expected his Majesty is encouraging in 
covery way he hope of a brilliant season 5 
and he has returned with a relish to the 
theatres from which he was shut off for 
twelve months by the Court mourning. 
To begin with ho and the Queen were at 
the theatre three nights running; ana 
sinee then—though that was not much 
more than a week ago—he has managed 
to find time to visit two or three more of 
the principal houses of entertainment. 
Yesterday, with the Queen, two of his 
caughters and the Prince and Prizsess «f 
Wales, ho was at the Niagara Rink, 
watching with interest the competition fo 
the. world’s amateur championship in 
fancy ska The premier honours in 
this competition were easily won by Herr 
Salchow, the great Stockholm skater ; but 
to the surprise of many, the second place 
was gained, and fairly gained, by 
an English’ lady, M. Syers, whose 








movements are the perfection of 
grace, and who performs the most 
wonderful gyrations with an apparent 
case which only Herr Salchow  coukd 
excel. This championship meeting was 
owitted last year in consequence of the 
Queen's death; our skaters have some 
compensation for the loss in the excep- 
tionally attractive meeting which is now 
in progross. 


Lord Dufferin. 


‘The whole nation was profoundly touch- 
ed by the sad circumstances of Lord 
Dufferin’s death. It is a terrible pity 
that the last hours of the great public 
servant who has had tho most, wonderful 
career as a diplomatist, and Colonial Gor- 
crnor ever known, should have been cloud~ 
ed by so sordid a scandal as that of the 
“Globe” failures ; but no one ever doubt- 
cd for a moment that, however blame- 
worthy he may have been in allowing him- 
self to be used as a figure-head by un- 
rupulous company-promoters, be. him- 
self was incapable of a dishonourable ac- 
tion, and events will no doubt prove that 
ho was himself one of the greatest sufferers 
‘the failures. Viscount Clandeboye, 
second son, who became his heir after 
the sad death of the Earl of Ava at Lady- 
smith, will, it is expected, have but a 
limited income to sustain the dignity of 
the Karldom and Marquisate which were 
successively conferred upon his father. 
Tho new Marquis, who is married to an 
‘American Jady who is a great favourite in 
society, has at present tro daughters, but 
no son to inherit the titles. 


Mr. Markham's Libel. 


Mr. A. B, Markham, the Radical mem- 
ber for the Mansfeld Division of Buel 
inghamshire, has just been condemned in 

damages for his reckless- 
in. giving publication to a 
disgraceful libel’ on Mr. J. Donglas 
Forster by Dr, Krause. After Dr. 
Krause's conviction and sentence for 
attempting to incite to the murder of Mr. 
Forster it was of course impossible for Mr. 
Markham to justify his libel; but in view 
of the utter inadequacy of the steps which 
he took to repair the mischief he had done, 
no one can regard the damages as exces- 
sive. ‘The action begun against Mr. Mark- 
ham by Messrs, Wernher Beit, whom he 
denounced as thieves in the House of 
Commons, afterwards repeating the 
charge on a public platform to whi-a his 
privilege as a Member of Parliament did 
not extend, has still to be heard. It is 
to be hoped for Mr. Markham’s sake that 
he has a long purse.

‘ihe Anglo-Japanese Agreement. 

‘The news of the signing of the Anglo- 
Japanese treaty is received in the United 
States with immense satisfaction. 
treaty is regarded as entirely in the line 
of the policy for which Secretary of State 
Hay has stood and for which he has work- 
ed with conspicuous success. Indeed, the 
language of parts of the treaty is, closely 
similar to the note which Secretary Hay 
addressed to the Powers on July 3rd, 1900, 
in which he said :— 

_“The policy of the government. of the 
United States is to seek a solution which 
may bring, about permanent peace and 
safety in China, preserve Chinese territori. 
al and administrative entity, protect all 
rights guaranteed to friendly Powers by 
treaty and by law and safeguard for the 
world the principle of equal and impartial 
trade with all parts of the Chinese Em- 
pire.” 

‘That was the position of the McKinley 
administration two years ago and it 
is the position of the Roosevelt 
administration to-day. What leading pub- 
lic men think of the treaty can be told 
from the quoted words of these three men, 
which follow :— 


Senator Henry Cabot Lodge, 
chairman of the Foreign Relations commit- 
tee of the Senate—"'The treaty, from the 
point of riew of the United States, is most 
excellent and admirable. It is in complete 
accord with our recent attitude in regard 
to Manchuria and with the position +o 
firmly and ably maintained by Mr. Hay on 
the Manchurian question. Our policy and 
the policy of the treaty betwen 
and Japan is to prevent the part 
China, preserve her autonomy, and wain- 
tain the open doar. We seek 10 preser 
China from partition and leave her » 
kets open to our commerce on ‘qual terms 
ith the rest of the world.”

It was reported at Washington on Sat- 
urday that the Russo-Chinese Bank ar- 
rangement would be modified but tho 
State Department has received no definito 
word to that effect. Whatever be the out- 
come, however, it is not likely that thi 
Government will make any further repre- 
sentations to Russia on tho subject. 


Russia’s Conditional Pledge. 

When Russia mado her pledge to, the 
United States Government to withdraw 
from Manchuria she used this language: 

“(As soon as lasting order shall have een 
established in Manchuria, and when the 
necessary measures shall have been 
taken to safeguard the railway, 
the construction of which has been 
guaranteed by a formal agreement with 
China, in connection with the concession 
granted to the Chinese Eastern Railway 
Company, Russia will not fail to withdraw 
her troops from within the boundaries of 
the adjacent empire, provided, however, 
that the action of other Powers shall not 
stand in the way.” 

The question now is whether this proviso 
may be regarded by Russia as having been 
iolated by the making of the new treaty, 
thus justifying her in remaining in Man- 
ckuria. 


The Attitude of the Powers before 
the War between the U. 8. 
and Spain. 

‘The controversy, somewhat heated, 
between the Governments of Germany 
and Great Britain as to which nation was 
the more friendly to the United States 
immediately preceding the Spanish war, 
has awakened considerable interest here, 
though tho interest suffers from lapse ot 
time sinco the events. 

It is generally agreed that Austria was 
the prime mover in tho note of April 7th, 
1898, which was signed by all the Powers 
and which was a mild statement of the 
hope entertained that the strained rela- 
tions between the United States and 
Spain might not lead to war. It will bo 
remembered that President McKinley 
courteously, though firmly, declined to 
make any promises or predictions as to 
the future course of this country. 

Tho charge brought by Germany which 
has most interest is that. on the Lith of 
| April, 1898, Lord Pauncefote, the British 
‘Ambassador at Washington, proposed that 
the various foreign representatives at 
| Washington should join ina collective 

note to the United States declaring that 

i intervention in Cuba way unjustifiable 

and that all the ambassadors cabled Lord 
| Pauncefote’s purported action, adding: 
| “Te was mever proposed through Her Ma- 
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jesty’s Ambassador or otherwise to make 
declarations adverse to the United 
tes. On the contrary, her late Maj- 
esty’s Government. declined to accede to 
such proposa 

‘There the matter rests at present and on 
the evidence presented the average Ameri- 
can is likely to believe whichever side his 
sympathies favour. The unmistakable at- 
titude of friendship taken by England dur- 
ing the war, however, and the strong moral 
stippert which she gave this country, 
not likely to be forgotten in passing ju 
ment. 


And During the War. 


The controversy thus far has had to do 
imply with the negotiations which preced- 
od the declaration of war. ‘There is yet to 
be told the story of an attempt at interven- 
tion by the European Powers after the bat- 
tle of Manila. Not long after Dewey's vic 
tery, when it became plain that the Unit- 
ed States was determined to press the war 
in the Philippines, with a strong probabi- 
lity of securing ‘a permanent  foot-hold 
there, a proposition’ was inade by one of 
tho European governments, presumably 
Austria, that the Powers should unite to 

revent the further advance of the United 

tates in the Orient and, if possible, bring 
the war to a close before the status there 
could be changed. This attempt, it is said, 
as baulked by the blunt refusal of Great 
ain to have anything to do with it and 
by an unmistakable intimation by her Fo- 
reign Office that, in case the other Powers 
should undertake to carry out their 
scheme, Great Britain would feel com- 
pelled to come to the assistance of -the 
United States. 

It is recalled, also, that while Dewey was 
lying in Manila harbour the German ad- 
miral, Vou Deidrichs, persisted in embar- 
rassing, so far as he could, the operations 
of the American fleet. He maintained an 
offensive espionage upon Dewey's move- 
ments and kept his flagship between the 
American fleet and the shore until Dewey 
notified him with unmistakable emphasis, 
that unless ho withdrew from the line of 
fire he would have to take the con- 
vequences. 

On tho same general subject of the con- 
troversy the Associated Press cable dis- 
patches from London last Saturday cou- 
tain this curious story : 

© Among the American residents in Lon- 
don during the month of May, 1898, it is 
recalled that an intense pro-Spanish feel- 
ing existed on many sides, especially in so- 
ciety—society where women connected with 
Government officials appeared wearing the 
Spanish colours. In this and many other 
ways London became none too comfortable

A special meeting of members of the 
above-named Association was held in the 
Chamber of Commerce rooms on Friday 
evening (2ist inst.) for the purpose of con- 
sidering the question of the proposed Tariff 
revision- Me. Frank P. Ball, President of the 
Association, oceupied;the Chair and thero 
was a fair attendance of members. 

Tn the absence of the Secretary, Mr. 
V. G. Lyman, the Rev. W. P. Bentley 
read the notice convening the meeting, after 
which the Chairman said:—Gentlemen, I 
am sorry to see so few people here this after- 
noon, but three of the Committee are either 
laid up or engazed and unable to attend. 
‘As we understand that a proposal has been 
made to increase the existing tariff rate of 
five per cent ad valorem and two and one 
half per cent transit dues to fifteen per cent 
‘ad valorem in consideration of the abolition 
of the likin, lo-ti-shui, ete., this meeting has 
‘been called’to consider the question and to 
discuss a. set of resolutions which your Com- 
mittee will bring before the meeting. Tho 
question has had a good deal of public atten- 
tion lately and you are probably all familiar 
with the general idea of the proposal men- 
tioned. In the annual speech made by me 
as Chairman on behalf of the Committee 
last December, I would call your attention 
to the foilowing — 

“China will have to face a big indebted- 
ness, and as one of the meaus of raising 
revenue to pay off the yearly interest and 
liquidate her liabilities article No. 6 of the 
protocol provides for an increase in duty to 
an effective 5 per cent. Unfortunately 
however, the Powers have not secured the 
elimination of the likin and various illicit 
exactions varying in different districts. 
These extortionate charges hamper and will 
continue to hamper foreign trade in China 
so long as they »re permitted to exist. A 
reform in the likin involves a radical change 
of the whole fiscal system of the Govern- 
ment. 

“It is fully recognised that the Chinese 
Government, both central and provincial, 

nuires an adequate source of income, and 
there could be no reasonable objection to 
‘an uniform system of internal revenue to 
provide for this in part.” 
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In the foregoing I believe that I ex- 
pressed the sentiment of American mer- 
chants in China. I believe that every 
merchant would like t» see likin and all the 
other illegal levies done away with even at 
the cost of a reasonably increased duty, but. 
we have no statistics placed ‘before us by 
the Chinese officials as to the revenue 
derived from likin, and although it may 
appear a somewhat harsh statement, I do 
not think that for many years to come the 
Chinese will be able or willing to do awa 
with these levies. And I believe that it is 
only the natural opening up of the country 
which will without friction and internal 
dissension abolish likin. ‘The introduction 
of railways and the working of mines will 
undoubtedly do more to reduce the existing 
imposition than any means we can advocate. 
The article of the Tientsin Treaty of| 
1858 relative to likin entered into. by 
Lord Elgin I think we all know from 
experience has not been carried out, and 
what reason have we to believe -at the 
present moment that promises now made by 
the Chinese will be any more faithfully 
adhered to? If we can be induced to believe 
that the Chinese can abolish all illegal 
levies entirely it is surely more reasonable 
to suppose that they can regulate them 
80 as to be acceptable to foreigners and at 
the same time be a source of revenue 
sufficient to meet central and provincial 

juirements. 

do not wish to take up the time of the 
meeting with any further remarks on my 
own part but would like to hear from other 
speakers, and will only say in conclusion 
that the resolutions which: will be. placed 
before you this afternoon have been pre- 
pared by your Committee and I trust will 
meet with ‘your favourable consideration -— 

Whereas a proposil has been made 
that the import duties on merchandise 
feom foreign countries shall be increased 
from the existing tari‘f rate of 5 per cent 
ad valorem and 2} per cent transit dues to 
15 yer cont ad valorem, in consideration of 
which th» illegal levics known as Li

Whereas it is argued that notwithstand- 
ing such ineveace of tariff duties on imports, 
trade would be prom ted through such 
abolition, yet the prop sition is urg d pri- 
tnarily ia’ the interest of the Chinese Gu. 
vernment in order to enhance its revenues, 
that it may the more easily moet its 
oblizations to Foreign Powers under the in- 
domnity award of the peace protocol ; and 

Whereas the proposal thus contemplates 
a greater reduction in imposts by the 
abolition of likin, ete., thav the extra duty 
to be levied, in which case the Chinese 
Governinent would remit a greater sum 
than it gained, demonstrating that the 
proposal is illogical, illusory, and contradic 
tory; and 

Whereas no sufficient data exist or have 
been submitted, for approximately estimat- 
ing the result ‘of such change as is pro- 
posed, and that sich result is a matter 
of conjecture only; and 

‘Whereas even were the proposal accept- 
ed by the Foreign Powers, it is admittedly 
fa matter of the gravest. doubt whether the 
Imperial and provincial authorities would 
or could, under their preset system of ad 
ministration, abolish the existing sys-em of 
interior illegal taxation with its extensive 
ramifications, and from which a great part 
of their revenues are derived ; 

Resolved 


Istly.—That, in the absence of more 
information on the subj ct favourable to the 
proposal under consideration, this meeting 
is of opinion that it is expedient in the 
interes? of Amovic.n trade, that the exist- 
ing terms of the protocol establishing an 
effective five per cent import duty should 
be maintained, it being understood that an 
additional payment of 2} per cent transit, 
duty shall free merchandise from any

‘These, gen:lemen, are the resolutions that 
have been prepared by your Committee, 
and I shall now be very glad to hear some 
remarks ftom you upon them. 

‘Mr. Osgood asked for information regard- 























earon:—It is all explained in the 
last Japanese treaty. 

‘The Chairman: —In reply to your question, 
Mr. Osgood, I referred in my opening re- 
marks to the Tientsin Treaty of 1858, and 
the sect'ou I Muded to reads as follows:— 

“it is agreed that within four months 
from the signing of this Treaty, at all ports 
now open to British trade, and within a 
similar period at all ports that nay hereafter 
be opened, the authority appointed to. su- 
perintend the collection of duty shall be oblig- 
ed, upon application to the Consul, to 
declare the: amount of duties leviable 
upon produce between the place of pro- 
duction and the port of shipment, and upon 
imports between the Consular port in 
question and the inland markets named by 
the Consul; and that a notification thereof 
shall be published in English and Chinese 
for general information. 

“But it, shall be at the option of any 
British subject, desiring to convey produce 

wurchased inland to a port, or to convey 
imports from a port to an inland market, 
to clear his goods of all transit duties by 
payment ofasinglecharge. ‘The amount of 
thie charge shall be leviable upon exportsat 
the first barrier they may have to pass, or, 
‘on imports, at the port ‘at which they’ are 
landed ; and on payment thereof'a certificate 
may be issued, which shall exempi the goods 
from all further inland charges whatsoever. 

“Tt is further agreed that the amount of. 
this charge shall be calculated as nearly as 
possible, at the rate of two-anda-half per 
cent ad valorem, and that it shall be fixed 
for each article at the conference to be held 
at Shanghai for the revision of the Tariff. 

“Tt is distinctly understood that the pay- 
ment of transit dues, by commutation or 
otherwise, shall in no way affect the tariff 
dhties on imports or, exports, which, will 
sontinue to be levied separately and in 

ull.” 

Now, Mr. Fearon has pointed out that in 
the Japanese Treaty ratified in 1896 there 
is this stipulatio 

“All Chinese goods and produce pur- 
chased by Japanese subjects in China 
elsewhere than at an open port thereof and 
intended for export abroad, shall in ev 
part of China be freed from all taxes, im- 
posts, duties, likin, charges and exactions of | 
every nature and kind whatsoever, saving 
only export duties when exporte!, upon the 

ment of a commutation transit tax or 

luty calculated at the rate mentioned in the 
last preceding article, substituting export 
duty for import duty, provided such goods 
and produce are actually exported to a 
foreign country within the period of twelve 
months from the date of the payment of the 
transit tax. All Chinese goods and produce 
purchased by Japanese subjects at the open 
ports of China and of which export to foreign 
countries is not prohibited, shull be exempt 
from all internal taxes, imposts, duties, 
charges and exactions of every nature and 
kind whatsoever, saving only export duties 


























upon exportation, and all articles purchased. 
by Japanese subjects in any part of China, 
may also, for the purposes of export abroa'l, 
be transported from open port to open port, 
subject to the existing Rules and Regula- 
tions.” 

‘That is to say, if you import goods here 
in Shanghai you pay 5 per cent, and if you 
‘want to send them into the interior of China, 
you can do so by paying 2} per cent in 
addition. According to these treaties for- 
eign goods can be imported to any port of 
China for 5 per cent and sent into the 
interior for an extra 2} per cent. That is 
74 per cent in all according to these 

Treaties. 

The Rev. F.L. Hawks Pott said he was 
not present at the Committee meeting at 
whicli the resolutions subinitted were draft- 
ed. He had now to speak out his mind on 
the subject, and he was sorry that he had 
to oppose the resolutions. He did so because, 
after thinking the resolutions over, it seem- 
ed to him that it would be a mistake on the 
part of the Association to pass them, Many 
of those present, no doubt had a great deal 
more experience than he regarding com- 
merce, and what he had to say on the subject 
was very largely theoretical. But there was 
one point on which they were all agreed, and 
that was as to the aim of the Association, 
which was todo all they possibly could to 
increase their imports into China, and in 
order to do that it was necessary first of all, 
to see that these goods came to China 
oua fair tariff. It was out of the question 
to discuss free trade and protection here. 
‘They knew that China in her present condi- 
tion must raise a very large part of her 
revenue from the Maritime Customs ; but it 
was qu'te proper for those engaged in trade 
to see that the tariff of duties levied was as 
fair as possible and was not such as would 
strangle commerce. Another point was 
they must see that the regulations were such 
that China should have a large purchasin, 
power, for it would be perfectly absurd an 
useless to try to curry on a lucrative trade 
with a country that was bankrupt. Foreign 
commerce could only be carried on to 
advantage with a country that was in a 
solvent condition. These were two great 
points to provide for. to institute a fair tariff 
and to see that the country with which 
they desired to carry on trade should be in 
away to become a large uschaser of the 
commodities which they brought to her 
coasts, In order to gain these two points 
they would have to secure, firstof all, the 
abolition of likin. The present tariff no- 
minally amounted to 74 per cent, and it 
might puzzle merchants perhaps to 
explain why they should now be 
called upou to pay 15 per cent, but that 
was a hasty way of looking at the matter, 
because under the existing system, the im- 

sta, by the time the goods reached their 
Restination in the interior, amounted. to 
a figure much higher than 15 per cent, 
and what he advocated was, the aboli- 
tion of likin right throughout the country, 
in order that the goods might reach 
the consumer at a price within his means 
to pay- for them. If that were done the 
expansion of commerce in this country 
would be so great that it would be to the 











; | ultimate benefit of all engaged in trade to 


support the slight increase in the tariff now 
suggested, and on these grounds he was 
not in favour of the resolutions proposed by 
the Committee. They ought to pass some 
such resolution as to say that a question 
like the present one is so highly important 
that they referred it to the American Com- 
missioners, Messrs. Conger, Gooduow and 
Seaman and ask them to see if they could 
not find some means of doing away with 
the likin altogether. 

‘Mr. Osgood said he was of opinion 
that “no faith could be placed in the 
promises of the Chinese — Govern- 
ment, and if the principle of increas- 
ed taxation on goods were once admitted 
the duties would gradually be increased to 
a point at which they would ultimately be 
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ve. Hewas emphatically opposed 
to any increase of the tariff at the present 
time. 

‘The Chairman reminded the meeting that 
China had already evaded the performance 
of her Treaty obligations, and asked if she 
were now to undertake to do away with 
likin throughout the country, what reason 
had they to suppose that she would fulfl 
her promise in the future.

tw theadvisability of revising the Treaties, 
incorporating a provision in them, pro- 
viding for one tax, of a fair amount, on 
forcign importations, at tha port of entry, 
and the abolition of all internal taxes, on 
such importations, as well as the abolition 
of all internal taxes on native merchandise 
for exportation. It is well known that the 
present tax collected by the Chinese Gov- 
érnmnent on foreign importations, at the 
port of entry, docs not exempt such im- 
portations frown numerous other taxes when 
the importations are carried beyond Treaty 
limits to interior markets, and often 
before passing the Treaty limits. The 
internal tax, imposed on foreign and 
native merchandise by the Chinese ad- 
ministrative system, as it is carried along 
the highways and waterways of the 
Empire, and which ix called likin, is the 
greatest barrier to commercial intercourse 
With China, and no effort should be spared, 
in the interest of an enlarged and more 
valuable commerce, to promptly remove it. 
T assume that there is no member of this 
‘Association who would not promptly vote 
to abolish every likin station in China, but 
doubtless the apprehension is, that if foreign 
nations agree for China to collect a larger 
tax on foreign importations, at the port of 
entry, in consideration that all the likin | 
stations be abolished, China will not loyally 
execute her part of the agreement. Therein 
lies the chief ground of objection to any 
increase of taxation, and the objection is 
without a reason founded in experience. 
But inthe consideration of a subject ax 
broad as commerce itself, it ought to be 
remembered, by those who expect to extend 
commercial relatious with China, that there 
must be an end to the likin system, and that 
the annoying and hampering likin net must 
be unstaked and thrown away forever, or all 
‘commerce with China will continue subject 
to regulations opposed to every sound!

y a few days ago one of the 
most energet-c and intelligent merchants at 
Shanghai, informed me that trade in North- 
era China was less interfered with by the 
Tikin system than it was in other parts of 
the empire, aud, in this connection T 
specially commend to your attention the 
fact, that the three Northern ports took 
of the 4,554,887 pieces of American cot- 
ton goods imported last year, 4,131, 
pieces against 388,518 pieces shipped to 
the other ports of China, not includ 
ing the reshipments from’ Shanghai of 
the stock on hand. In 1895 there were 
only 1,463,053 pieces shipped to the three 
Northern ports, Tientsin, Newchwang and 
Chefoo, but in 1899, there were ship 
to those three ports, 4,741,149 pieces; in 
1900 the Boxer trouble materially stopped 
shipments, and for 1901 the figures have 
been given. And the Commissioner of 
Customs at Shanghai states in his report 
which is soon to be published, that the 
trade in American piece-goods continues to 
inerease. The statistics I have indicated 
show, that in Northern China, where there 
are fewer likin stations, American trade is 
rapidly increasing, and it is only logical 
to infer that the increase would be. far 
greater, all over China, were the stations 
Abolished altogether. “At the port of 
Swatow alone American flour bas risen 
from 5,834 piculs in 1892 to 111,853 piculs 
in 1901, aud more than 10 millions of gold 
dullars from the State of California come to 
China in the shape of American products, 
‘As the foreign commerce of the United 
States exceeds in value that of any 
other nation, and as the internal com- 
merce of our country is more than double 
in tonnage the domestic and foreign ton- 
nage added of any other two_nations of the 
world it is time for our Government to 
become more active as a controlling factor 
in the making of treaties and cease to 
be contented with benefiting under the 
favoured nation clause. The first commer- 
power of the world ought to lead in the 
making of treaties promotive of commerce 
and be prepared to have all such treaties 
respected and executed.

Japanese patriots 
like Ito saw that there could be no future 
for Japan so long as she remained under

‘The disappointm-nt given by the second 
concert of this Soviety after the success 
achieved in the opening one evidently put 
the Commit ee on their mettle. and the 
third, given at the Lyceum on Wednesday 
evening, was a triump ant success.

The most b illiant number, which called 
for h the loudest and most continuous 
applause, was Mrs. Gessner's rendering on 
the piano of Mendelssohn's Concerto in 
minor.

from under the batteries of Callao, pro- 
tected as she was by 300 guns and 97 gun- 
boats, and captured the Admiral and over 
200 men, losing only 12 themseives—tho 















spirit ‘of these men lives in. 
their descendants to-day, and when. 
the time arrives that’ Old Eng- 
land has to call her sons together 


and fight for her ancient supremacy on 
the seas, our sailors will cheerfully ery, as 
doubtless their forbears did, “Let ’om alt 
come—we are ready, aye ready.” And with 
these words, semper parati, words which 
have become the motto of our Navy, I beg 
to thank you, Gentlemen, for the toast 
you have drunk to ‘their health, 
(Applause.) 

Captain Broadrick having briefly replied 
on behalf of the Army, 

Mr. 0. P. Bland, in a 
characteristically clever speech, as an 
Trishman who had been born on an island 
in tho Mediterranean, proposed the toast 
of “ Our Native Land.” Ho regretted that 
whilst Irishmen abroad: seemed to siak 
their differences, those at home were han- 
dicapped by the ceaseless attention they 
paid to politics, which was the only obsta~ 
cle to the progress of the country. “He des- 
cribed tho charm which his recent visit to 
Ireland had had for him, and although ho 
had been threatened with bad weather he 
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could only say better one day in Ireland 
than an August in Shanghai. 

The Rev. W. G. Walshe, in proposing 
the toast of the evening, “the Memory of 
St. Patrick” said—In rising to propose 
that ever-verdant memory of our Patron 








Saint this evening, © in obedience 
to the dread decree of “The 
Chair.” I must confess to 


a 
certain feeling of diffidence, which does not 
arise so much from native modesty as from 
the consciousness that in celebrating the 
praises of Patrick I am, in a sense, magui- 
fying my own office, for St. Patrick may bo 
described as an “ Irish missionary,” a cha- 
racterisation which might equally well, 
with due reservation, be applied to my- 
self. And this suggests an interesting fact, 


in connection with the —allegea 
decline of religion which is so 
confidently assumed, viz. that the 


name of an old-world missionary, a 
man of very simple tastes, and little learn- 
ing, as be himself frankly confesses—who 
hhad been a slave, and like the Prodigal, 
had been “sent into the fields to teed 
swine ”—should be able to inspire with en- 
thusiasm so many admirers throughout so 
many centuries, and over such a wide arca, 
that, wherever Irishmen are found, and 
they are to be found in most places, there 
will be met together on esch succeeding 
‘17th of March a faithful few, with one com- 
jon object inspiring them, viz., to ccle- 
brate the glorious, pious, and immortal 
memory of Patrick, Apostle and Saint. 
Verily the Celt has not forgotten his an- 
cient heritage. St. George may appeal in 
vain for the tardy recognition of his 
votaries, but the memory of St. Andrew, as 
wo have but lately been reminded, has not 
faded from arts of Scotsmen, and 
that of Patrick is more revered and moro 
beloved than ever. Now, Sir, in these de- 
nerate days when we are gravely assured 
that our great ancestors were neither fish, 
flesh and fowl, put simply amorphous 
and inanimate masses of protoplasmic mat- 
ter, own cousins, many times removed, to 
the flabby and inetfectual Jelly fish; and 
when textual criticism has been carried to 
such a degree that at the present moment 
wo are unable to decide whether Bacon 
was fattened at Shakespeare's expense or 











Shakespeare was nourished on Ba- 
con; the question naturally, nay, 
inevitably arises, “was Patrick an 


historical character, or an airy creation of 
ecclesiastical fancy?” In answer to this 
question, Sir, it may be sufficient for me 
to reply, that the severest assaults of mo- 
dern criticsm havo not only failed to over- 
throw the reasonable belief in the Saint's 
existence, but havo resulted in establish- 
ing more firmly than ever the fact that 
St. Patrick lived and laboured during that 
period of the Sth century, and in that part 
of the wozld to which history and tradition 
havo united in assigning him. ‘Tho auto- 
biography of the Saint, or his ‘“ Confes- 
sion” as it is called, is enshrined in an an- 
cient volume, over 1,000 years old, which 
is justly esteemed a priccless treasure in 
the library of Trinity-College, Dublin, and 
which is known as the “ Book of Armagh.” 
‘The confession here contained is said to 
have beon copied from the original one in 
tho Saint's own handwriting. 1 
cannot now enter into the  pro- 
cesses to which this ancient ro- 
cord has been subjected by the most 
modern methods of literary criticism, but” 
the recital of them and the results thus ob- 
tained would but confirm you in the per- 
suasion, as it has confirmed myself, that 
. in St. Patrick we have a real and histori- 
cal personage who, in the first half of the 
fifth century carried the light of the Gos- 
pel to our native shores. ‘The exact date 
and precise locality of his birth, even the 





derivation of his name are lost 
in obscurity, but this we learn 
from his “autobiography that he 
‘was born of Christian parents, his grand- 


father being a Presbyter, and hig father 








Calpurnius, a Deacon, who held at the 
same time the office of decurion or Town 
Councillor under the Roman conquerors ; 
and that the place of his birth was the 
small town “Bonavem Tabernice,” which 
scems to mean “ Bonavem of the Military 
Posts or Encampments,” sonavem appar- 
ently being a British name meaning * 8) 
ver foot,” a place now impossible to iden! 
fy but which is usually socated at Kilpat- 
rick (the cell or chapel of Patrick) at the 
Clyde end of the Roman wall of Antoninus, 
near to the modern Dumbarton. His birth 
or baptismal name was Succat, which 
means “God of War” or “Strong in 
War;” and that by which we know him 
best Patricius or Patrick meaning noble, 
was probably given to him at his oraina- 
tion or consecration in accordance with a 
well-mown custom. At this period the 
Kingdom of Dalriada was the most power- 
ful state in tho s.orth-Hast of Ireland, ex- 
tending from the town of Newry to the hill 
of Slousish in Antrim, and a colony bearaiz 
the same name had been establisned across 
the sea in the South West of what we now 
know as Scotland from which the 
colonists made frequent incursions in- 
to the territory of their neighbours 
and it was during one of these inroads 
that the house of Calpurnius was attacked 
and Suceat, then sixteen years of age, was 
carried off by a marauding band, who 
transported across the sea and sold him as 
a slave to the King of the Irish Dalriada, 
Milchu by name, who, »s we lewn from 
contemporary history, began to reign in 
338 a.v. Here Succat, or as the Irish 
named him “Cothraighe” remained in 
capitivity for nearly 7 years, and at last 
succeeded in making his escape, and after 
many vicissitudes was restored to his rela- 
tives who had long mourned him as dead. 
OF the history of the succeeding 23 years 
we kmow little or nothing, though we can 
say with confidence that it was not snent 
at the feet of learned doctors, for the 
Saint himsalf confesses in hi 

that he was possessed of 
and the quality of his Latinity bears un- 
equivocal witness to the fact. All we know 
is that he persisted in his determination 






















to return to the land of his captivity as a 
messenger of the Gospel, in spite of the 
remonstrances of his friends, and in course 
of time was consecrated Bishop, and sailed 








ha few companions for the coast of 
Wicklow, landing eventually at the mouth 
of that river, whose praises aro the theme 
of every Dublin man, the * Blessed 
Vartry,* from which is now derived the 
water supply of that abnormally thirsty 
city. Into the story of his labours and 
snecesses, his conflicts and his pains, time 
will not permit me to enter. Suffice it 
to say that. after a long life of heroic de- 
votion to the cause of Truth, ho laid down 
his weary frame to rest al Saule near 
Downpatrick, having lonz outlived the 
allotted span of human existence. Thus 
Patrick is a rea! historical figure in a wide 
world of myth and romance. His footsteps 
we may trace throughout the broad sweep 
of his tireless itinerancy ; his name is en- 
shrined in noble Cathedral, stately chapel. 
and humble proseuche, as well as in the 
titles of towns. villages, and places in- 
numerable. His holy wells still yield their 
c tribute as on the dav when the 
Saint himse%¥ sought refreshment from 
their source. and one of them more expe 
cially, combined with somo other natural 
products, which I need not now enumerate. 
and suggestively labelled with the mvstic 
symbol XX, implving unknown possibiliti 

of étrength and health to the consumer, 
pours forth a stream of vivifping and <us- 
taining nectar from that central spring 
at James’ Gate, so that throughout the 
wide world wherever the Patriot is found. 
(and when found, he is usually thirsty) he 
may cool his parched throat with » 
draught whose ultimate source may br 
traced to St. Patrick's Well, now in the 

































possession of Messrs. Guinness and Sons. 
Now, Sir, I have endeavoured to give a 
brief outline of St Patrick's life and my 
task proper is at an end, but I am tempted 
to anticipate a question which may be 
suggested as to the nationality of our 
Pztron Saint. I have admitted that the 
place of his birth is not and cannot be de- 
cisively determined, but if, emboldened 
by this concession, some casuist should de- 
clare that St. Patrick was a “Foreigner,” 
in the Janguage of our indignant country- 
man I would reply “I deny the allegation 
end despise the alligator.” St Patrick 
was an Irishma.s “in throth” though, like 
his America-born compatriot of a later 
date, it may have been a matter of regret 
to him that “he was not born in his na- 
tive country.” The accident of birth 
ight be assumed as alienating him from 
the privilege of Irish nationality. The 
material particles which composed his 
ical frame, derived as they were from 
alien parents, might seem to imprison him 
in a foreign environment, but the man the 
proper Ego, was Irish in’ the truest sense, 
because the glamour of the Virgin Isle 
cast its resistless spell about him and 
claimed him for her own. Scotland—if in 
Scotland ho first saw the light—micht 
serve vary well as a place to come from. but 
Ireland was the ono place in all the world 
to bear the name of home. Seven years of 
ea:ly life, ax its most impress onable period 
spent inthe Northern hills, inhaling the 
pure atmosphere—speaking the languare 
of tho people,—emancipated from the 
social trammels of a more developed and 
therefore more artificial civilisation, living 
in the midst of Nature, beauteous and 
bountiful, and in the society of men who 
then, as now, were artless as Nature her- 
self, impulsive, emotional, confiding, trans- 
parent, brave, generous to a fault—little 
wonder that such an experience resulted, 
as we have seen it resulting times with- 
out number, in converting the stranger 
into a son of the sod, and making him sur- 
pass tho country-oorn, if not in 
tho strength of his attachment, 
for that were impossible, at least 
in the assertiveness of his claim 
to the title of Irishman. I neod not 
here repeat what Froude so convincingly 
shews in his History, how that successive 
English Viceroys, when appointed {¢ gov: 
can Treland, after a short resid-snce in th 
ccuntry became more unequivocally “Trish” 
than the themselves. overcome 
by the irresistible glamour of the soil. 
And there may be in the contrary pro- 
position a suggestion which should give us 
pause. What is it which seems to bring 
about in some cases the denationalisation 
of the Irishman, and leads people to say, 
as we sometimes hear it said, “I should 
not have known that ho was Irish”? May, 
it not be that through long absenco the 
glamour has faded, the sparkling effervese- 
enco has stilled; the sordid material sur- 
roundings have overpowered the long exil 
ed spirit, “evil communications have cor- 
rupted the good manners?” What is re- 
quired is a fresh draught at the fount of 
inspiration, another sojourn on the old 

|, another losing of ourselves in the in- 
toxicating charms of Irish scenery, Irish 
Society, Irish spirits—do not misunder- 
stand me here—to reimpress upon us the 
National character and make us once 
again, Irishmen worthy of their national 
heritage and traditions. It is this tele- 
pathic link which draws the Irishman ir- 
resistibly to the fair cradle of his birth 
whatever may be said of the Scotchman’s 
unwillingness to return, though I cannot 
and will not altogether believe it, let it 
never be said of the Irish patriot that his 
native land had ever lost its ancient 
charm for him, or that, whatever be his 
adopted home, it coud ever seem half so 
fair as the sweet spot of land which gave 
him birth. Friends and brothers, here's 
to St. Patrick the Apostle of Ireland, may 
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is memory over be green in tue heart o} 
every man of Irish race and his example 
be a perennial inspiration. (Loud ap- 
plause.) 

Mr. J. H. O'Dowd proposed the next 
toast, that of “Our Guests,” expressing 
the hope that at no distant date the cele- 
bration of the day in Shanghai would take 
the form of a larger entertainment in tho 
‘Town Hall to which they would be able to 
invite all their friends. 

Mr. C. 8. Addis in reply said:—For my 
fellow-guests and myself I ves to thank 
the gentleman who has just spoken tor 
the graceful terms in which he has pro- 
posed the toast of our health and you, 
gentlomen of the St. watrick’s society, for 
the cordiality with which you have re- 
ceived it.

LIKIN ABOLITION. 


‘To the"Rditor of the 
“Nourm Cmxa Darty News” 

Sm,—The resolution passed hy the 
American Association, published in your 
issue of the 22nd instant, shows plainly 
that Sir James Mackay’s’ proposal is not 
understood by that Association, and as 
the mistake which the resolution perpet- 
rates has a'so heen made in several other 
quarters, it may not be amiss to point out 
where the error lies. Whether we agree, 
or do not agree, with the proposal is a 
matter apart, but let us at least know 
what we are talking about. 

In the second “Whereas” of the resoln- 
tion of the American Association, it is 
cited that the proposition of an increase in 
the import duties to 15% “is urged pri 
marily in the interest of the Chinese Gover. 
ment in order to enhance its revenues, 
that it may more easily meet its oblig: 
tions to Foreign Powers under the indem- 
nity award of the peace protocol.” Presum- 
ing that the provisions of the scheme are 
correctly given in your article of the 18th 
inst., there is no such intention, but 
that the surtax on the present. duties is to 
he applied wholly to provincial purposes, 
the object heing to eompsnsate the provin- 
cial exchequers for the loss of revenue 
which they will sustain through the aholi- 
tion of likin and other inland taxes of all 
Kinds. Mr, F. S. Little, in his articles 
which you have published, falls in'o the 
same mistake when he talks if making the 
payme is ry easy for China 
by transferring the liability to Western 
shoulders, and Mr. Blumenfeld in his 
sueering letter published on Saturday in 
the “Shanghai Mercury” (the tone of 
ch is much to be condenined), shows 
the same ignorance of what is evidently 
the intention of Sir James Mackay's ‘pro- 
pesal, namely the replacement of « corrupt 
system of taxation by one of honest collec- 
tion, There is no question of giving the 
Chinese anything at all, in fact the third 
“Whereas” of the American resolution 
expresses the opinion that the proposal jis 
“illogical, illusory, and contradictory” 









































because it does not give the Chinese an 
equivalent of what it is proposed to take 
away—the terms “‘illogical, illusory, and 
contradictory” being of course a corollary 
from the mistaken premises with which the 
resolution starts. Many of us may no 
doubt think that the equivalent may be 
insufficient, and many vf us undoubtedly 
do think that the crooked ways of the 
Chinese will be directed towards securing 
a “give” where no “give” was intended, 

hose, however, are points to be consi 
ed by themselves—points upon which 
public opinion will he, and no doubt ought 
to be, fully expressed. But what has got 
to be understood and which the public 
apparently do not understand is that Sir 
James Mackay's proposal, whether practi- 
cable or not, does not contemplate giving 
the Chinese anything; its evident aim is, 
as I have said, the replacement of a 
corruptly collected revenue by one yovern- 
ed by honest administration. Let us, in 
ourdiscussions, argue the matter out on this 
ound, and do not let us be carried away 
by the false assumption that the suggested 
surtax is proposed for the purpose of 
enabling ‘Chink to ‘more easily inet its 
obligations to Foreign Powers” in the 
matter of the indemnity. 

‘The fourth “ Wheress” of the American 
resolution strikes me as rather xn extra- 
ordinary one as coming from a body of 
merchants in Shanghai; it states thet 
“no suficient data exist, or have been 
submitted, for approximately estimating 
the result of such change as is provosed, 
and that such result is @ matter of con- 
jecture only.” What is meant by the 
term “result?” It cannot mean “result” 
to the trade of China, for crrtainly no one 
can supply “data” with regard to ® scheme 
which only at present exists on paper. The 
term “result” then, I take it, can only 
refer to financial result, namely to the 
amount of money which the surtax would 
provide. On this point it is a strange 
thing to say that ‘no sufficient data exist,” 
and the complaint that they have not ‘been 
submitted” must, I take it, be explained 
by the natural presumption that, with the 
data easily available, business men would 
work “results” out for themselves! The 
data ‘‘exist” in the published Returns of 
the Imperial Maritime Customs; I do nob 
say that they are sufficient” tor accurate 

tation, but they at least provide 
rial for pretty close approximation. 
Seeing, however, that thisfourth Whereas" 
of the American resolution seems to call 
for some light on the subject, I may 
venture to give it. 

‘The duties collected on the landed value 
of Imports (Upiuin excepted) averaged, 
during the years 1897-1899 (the period 
fixed by the protocol for the purposes of 
valuation), as nearly xs possible 3} per 
cent. Let us take as a basis for calcula~ 
tion the largely expanded import trade of 
1901 which, again excluding Opium and also 
excluding articles still retained on the free 
list, is returned at a landed value of about 
Tis. 201,500.000. ‘The restoration of the 
‘effective 5 per cort” consequently in- 
jcates an increxse in Imperislly collected 
duties of some Tis 8,000,000, which amount 
stands hypothecsted to the service of 
the indemnity. Supposing the proposed 
surtax to be 10 per cent. as as-umed by the 
America» resolution, this would, at” first 
right, indiate an increased revenus for 
provincial purposes of some Tis. 20,000,000 
but from this there are deductions to be 
made. In the fist place there are the 
Transit Dues, which under Sic James 
‘Mackay’s scheme would of course disappent 
and which -xst_year amounted to about 
Tis. 917,000; further, as Sir James 
Mackay’s’ scheme provides that articles 
hitherto on the free list but now dutiable 
are not to pay more than the “effective 
5 percent,” we have another deduction to 
make, difficult to estimate, bu2 which we 
may reckon at about Tis. 2/300,000. Tuke

NOTES ON NATIVE 
AFFAIRS. 


20th Murch. 
The Imperial Pilgrimage to the 
Eastern Mausolea. 


‘As may have been noticed by readers of 
these columns, their Majesties the Emperor 
and Empress ‘Dowager intend tb make a 

ilgrimage next April to the 
Stausoles, ‘There, however, has been no 
definite date set down for the return t» 
Peking, which appears significant, especi- 
ally to those who believe in the recent 
report from the North that the Empress 
Dowager, following upon her visit to 
the Eastern Mausolea, thinks of resid- 
ing for an indefinite time at_the 
Imperial Hunting Lodge at Jého. Here, 
the rumour goes on to say, the Grand 
Secretary Yung Lu has been commanded 
to mobilise all the able-bodied males 
of the Manchu Eight Banner Corps 
orsanisations, in Peking, estimated at 
160,000 men. at least, between 20 and 45. 
yeats of age, forming them into eight army 
corps and drilling and arming them by the 
most modern and efficient methods. "The 
chief object of this large force ix, of course, 
intended to guard the Throne in the future 
against any attempts of the “ Children of 
ths n” to reassert themselves and oust the 
Manchus from the supreme power. The 
secondary object, which, in view of the 
Empress Dowager’s secret animus, is just 
as important as the first, is of course 
against the much-feared ‘encroachments 
of the Western nations. The excuse the 
Empress Dowager will give for remaining 
at Jého is that she desires to personally 
superintend the formation of is 
new force of Manchus. In the mean. 
while, owing to the unsettled state of 
the ‘region which must be traversed 
by the Imperial e-rtége between Peking 
aud the Eastern Mauso'ea—and Jého also, 
for that matter—which may be attacked

Unrest in Kansu. 


Dispatches received from Hsian report 
that owing to an order fr-m the Throne

30,000 troops in Kansu province, consist- 
ing, for the most part, of men raised by 
‘Tung Fuchsiang, when he held the Com- 
mand-in-chief "of that province, and 
commanded and ofticered entirely bj 
Tung's protégés, the regiments concerned, 
upon receipt of the rumour of disband: 
ment, without waiting for confirmation, 
immediately became —mutinows — and 
threatened to march off in a body to 
Chinchip‘u, the headquarters of Tung 
Fwhsiang.’ The present Commander- 
in-chief of Kansu, General Teng Tséng. 
a Cantonese by birth—who is nominally in 
command of the mutinous troops, finding 
the regiments faithful to him in the mino- 
rity at the time, had to resort to strategy 
by  temporising with the mutineers and 
denying the truth of the disbandment 
Imperial decree. In the meantime tho 
mutinous partisans of ‘Tung Fu-hsiang 
hold the province, and the slizhtest contre- 
femps will pub Kansu ablaze. In the

What will be the Empress 
Dowager'’s Reply? 

It is reported from Paoting that a’ 
number of gentry and’ litevati of that city 
have drawn up a petition to the Grand 
Council to memorialise on their behalf to 
the Throne asking for permission to build 
a memorial temple in aoting in honour 
of Ting Yung, late Provincial Treasurer of 
Chihli, who was executed by the Ties in 
Paotiny in the autumn of 19 0. It would 
be remembered that that Manchu Woxer 
was made to expiate by his life for encour- 
ing the Boxers to massacre Christians 
that year, “but that does not make »ny 
ditference,” say the petitioners, “ Ting 
Yung was'a patriot for all that !”

‘At five minutes past seven on Monday 
evening the fire alarm again sounded four 
bells, a tire having broken out in » large 
store, numbered 430, Honan Road, be- 
tween the Canton and Foochow Roads, 
The Mih-ho-loonys were on the scene first, 
and were quickly followed by the other 
Companies. The fire had got a very firm 
hold and though all the tiremen worked 
really splendidly, it was some time b fore 
they could get the fire in check at all.

Tramways v. Motor-Cars. 

‘An interesting debate on Tramways 
versus Motor Cars took place at the rooms 
of the above-namol Association on Saturday, 
March 22nd, at 9 p.m. Mr. F. H. Hiscock 
occupied the chair, and the speeches were 
followed with keen interest by those pre- 
sent. Messrs. O. E. Pearson and Gilbert 
MacIntosh opened the discussion, taking 
the positive and negative side respectively. 

Mik. Pearson in his advocacy of the 
superivrity of electric trams over motor: 
cars, spoke of the necessity that exis 
for better means of transport in Shanghai, 
“Tt was a consummation devoutly to be 
wished.” He spok: in a somewhat depre- 
ciatory way .of the very useful ricsha. 
One'reason, he said, why the electric car 
was superior to the autom-bile was that 
the public’ would know wh re to find 
ity viz: at: certairi fixed centres, but this 
rould not be the case with thé automobil 
‘And then again, the ‘car running on rails 





















would mik: it easy to resulate the traffic, 
whe eas the -rr ticor uncertain movemen s 
o the automobile would be a source of 
danger and annoyance to pedes rians in 
g neral, and to ricsha coolies in particular, 
which would soon cause numberless outeries 
for its abolition. Several other reasons 
were advanced against the introduction of 
the automobile into Shanghai su:h as the 
difficulty that would be experienced in 
providing separate accommodation for 
foreigners and Chinese ‘’h nagain, there 
were the frequ nt break-downs, stoppages 
and delays, to be taken into consideration. 
Other «bjections from an iesthetic poin of 
view were also advanced. The speaker 
concluded his able address by movlng the 
following Resolution: “Resolved, that 
the introduction of Tramway Cars will be 
more beneficial to Shanghai than motor 




















cars. 

Mr. MacIntosh in a characteristically 
humourous <peech, whilst admitting the 
necessity that exists for better means of 
transport, proceeded to show that, in his 
opinion, the automobile was far better able 
to meet that need than the electric-tram. 
He referred to the nuisances which appear- 
ed to be inseparable from tramway systems, 
such as the laying of rails, overhead wires, 
and 0 on, after whici he proce-ded to 
mention some of the advautayes of the 
motor-car. ‘The fact that the roads as 
they are at present, although so narrow, 
would be suitsile, without. tearing up for 
rails, was enlarged upon, Mr. Macintosh 
was also of opinion that motor-cars would 
prove to be more economical thar tram-cars 
inasmuch as the heavy initial expeuse of 
laying down rails would not have to be 
incurred. Mr. Mackintosh’s sp-ech, en- 
livened as it was by qute a number of 

itticisms, was mucl enjoye ! 
and n hearty burst of applause greeted him 
aas he resumed his seat. 

Messrs. Hartley, Houghton, Osgood, 
Newcombe, Wolsey, Griffin, and the Rev. 
Dr. R. J. Bryan, also took part in the dis- 
cussion, as ‘did’ also Mr. Plummer, the 
representative of the American Automobile 
Co., who has just arrived in Shanghai 
inging four small automotor csrs with 
him. Most of the gentlemen who spoke 
were evidently in favour of tram-cars, but 
two or three were also of opinion ‘that 
there was room for both electric trams and 
motor-cars in Shanghai. 

The putting of the motion, which the 
Chairman announced was carried ‘ prac- 
tiewly unanimously,” brought a very in- 
structive and pleasant evening to a close.

THE CHINA COAST. 


A Lerrer From “Tae Master or a 
Traur Coastex.” 


1. 
Tt is rather curious, though the writer 
of this present paper has been trading up 
and down the China coast for the last 
twelve years, he has never on any occasion 
seen a British man-of-war or gunboat any- 














where near the land, or navigatinz ang 
of the inshore passages. Whole fleets of 
foreign war-vessels have bee ‘din 
the inside track, Austrian, Italian, French, 


ete, aud men-of-war of other nation$, but 
not one single British war-ship seen on 
any occasion, whether typhoon or fine 
weather. The French mail steamers very 
| often navigate in these waters, and I have 
| not heard of any of them coming to grief: 
on the other hand the Peninsular ane 
Oriental Company's boats are never seen 
anywhere near these passages, yet the 
loss of two of their fleet on the China 
coast is well within recollection. Safety 
lies with knowledge. It_is presumable 
that the British Naval officers know the 
charts to be inaccurate and are fearful of 
navigating on them, or it may be ther are 
not sufficiently up in the use of the sextant 
and station pointer. Whatever the 7ea- 
son, so acting now may prove disastrous 
to the Nation at some future date. Tt can

With local 
knowledge the pursuit of such destroyers 
sould be greatly expedited, and suppos- 
ing the Navy did not arish to come to clove 
quarters with their foes, familiarity with 
the coast line might be found of great ad 
yentage. 
Continuing the subject about charts, 
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how is it no effort is made by 
the Chinese Customs staff, or by 
the nation with the “reat prepon. 


Aerance of trade with China,” to locate 
ngerous shoals reported by merel:ant 
vessels? On two or three occasions shor 
nd uncharted soundings have been re- 
ported off the Island of Shaluitien, ne 
the Peiho river, but nothing has heen done 
to verify their position or find out. their 
extent. So it is too in other instances 
and at other places round the coast. 
Years ago a British steamer seeking, pro- 
tection from a typhoon in one of the har- 
hours north of Foochow, struck on a reef 
and was seriously damaged. ‘Though the 
obstruction is right in the way of 
vessels using this excellent. shelter, noth- 
has been done to correctly chart tho 
danger. P. D. is deomed sutticient by the 
British authorities. As another ease, A 
valuable German steamer chartered by a 
British firm in Hongkong, crawling up the 
coast against a monsoon wale, struck on 
fa shoal where the Admiralty charts give 
clear water. Tho matter was duly report- 
ed, but with what result? No notice was 
taken beyond placing an indefinite mark 
on the charts. Again to reiterate, a British 
steamer hit an obstruction to the wi 
ward of Chapel Island, off the entrance to 
the Harbour of Amoy, and sent in a re- 
port with similar effect to the above. It 
is sincerely to be hoped that with the ad- 
vent of another Coast Inspector of the 
Tmperial Maritime Customs, some energy 
will be displayed in removing all such 
marks as P. J. and £. D. off the coast 
charts, and in defining and verifying all 
reported shoals and dangers. If this is 
done we shall not sec the Chinese revenue 
cruisers lying in port for such long spells 
when a lot of important work has to be 
carried out. One of H. M. surveying ships 
was recently sent, after several vessels hac! 
reported striking it. to locate a shoal 
directly in the track of shipping between 
the Yangtze River and Japan ; but in what 
‘a manner was the work performed! A tyro 
jn nautical matters must know that the 
most important point about a hidden 
shoal is the depth of water over it, as 
the height of a visible danger is its pri 
pal feature. No stich accuracy and at- 
tention to detail is here. The shoal, though 
only 400 yards long and 60 wide, is not 
carefully sounded, but simply passed over 
vith the remark, “The least depth obtain- 
ed was eighteen feet, but less water pro- 
bably exists.” It may be eighteen or eight, 
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or perhaps the shoal may be dry at low 
water even. A little more time might 
surely have been spent in gaining abso- 
utely trustworthy and exact information 
on such a very important matter as this. 

Accuracy does not seem to be a point 
in which the Naval officer takes muei in- 
terest, though one would think it ougit 
to be valuable to a gunner. Genius has 
deen well defined as “an infinite capacity 
for taking pains ;” how far some of these 
men are from this it would be hard to say. 

‘The Coasts of the Gulf of Liautung are 
possibly the worst charted ef a!l the China 
coast. Tho scale of the chart is very small, 
and soundings round even the salient 
points sadly lacking. ‘The northern por- 
tion of the Gulf and the approach to New- 
chwang are surrounded by dangerous 
shoals which are ill defined on the charts, 
and which the Customs do not think need- 
ful to survey and mark. ‘Tire treacherous 
Bittern Shallows—which steamers are 
compelled to round at a comparatively 
short distance in order to make the New- 
chiang light-vessel, and so avoid ground- 
ing on the still more dangerous Kaecbu 
Banks to the northward—ought to have 
boon marked by a whistling buoy or light- 
ship years ago. Many a steamer, owing 
to the strong current which sets directiv 
on to the shoals at the head of the Gulf, 
has, in avoiding the southern Charybdis, 
fallen on the northern Scylla. Shout:l 
‘one or two buoys be placed on these 
dangers, it would at least guide the navi- 
gator during the day, and allow him, 
through being acquainted with the outside 
sages of the banks, to have an idea how 
far off his courses would take him when 
coasting at night. 

Tn the chart of the port of Newelwang 
we have another entirely obsolete and in- 
correct publication, which ought to have 
been on a scale four times what it is. The 
Chinese Customs certainly shoufd make 
a better survey of the Liaw river and ext- 
trance to the port, and though a pilov i 
a necessity for negotiating the channels © 
tide pole erected in the Deep Hole, or in- 
ner anchorage of the bar would be a great 
help to laden steamers outwar bound. 
Jr, this matter of tide poles the Haroour 
Lepartments could easily erect and keep 
up to date registers, giving the depth of 
water to be expected at the shoalest wart 
of the bar or entrance to the port, Canton 
is the only port in China with these use- 
fu! guides. ‘There is certainly a tide pole 
in Amoy, but it seems to be generally 
under repair through being ran down by 
junks, eto, If the tide register were placed

yrould be no trouble with it. However, 
the Amoy pole is only for getting the 
times of high and low water; it is not

A Philippine Mint Needed. 


Owing ta the fictitious value given to 
the Japanese yen, the British Government 
took steps to prohibit its importation into 
the Straits Settlements and elsewhere, 
and to enforce this, confiseated many largo 
sums which were attemped to be intro- 
duced, besides imposing a heavy penalty 
mn the offenders. The true reason of this 
‘{titude may possibly be found in the fact 
that, at that time, not two years ago, the 
British Government in the Straits Settle- 
ments saw that it could coin its own local 
ier currency and make a handsome 
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profit out of the transaction. Thus the 
Japanese coin was pronibited, although 
it is a curious fact that at) 
that time the premium on Mexican pesos, 
those which had been in use all over the 
Far East for years and years, rose to a big 
premium, and were not demonetised as 
was the case with the Japanese yen. There 
must be a reason for this, for, at the pre- 
sent time, in Singapore and Hongkong, the 
British dollar seems to have supplanted 
the Mexican as the latter is very seldom 
seen, It is a matter for congratulation 
that the Philippines will soon cease to be 
the exception among other Colonies in the 
Far East in the matter of coining their 
own currency. Shanghai, Hongkong, S 
apore, Java, Tonkin, and Siam, have 
their own individual currency, and 
the large commercial out-turn, which is in- 
excasing and will increase in the Ph 
pines, the necessity for a mint is daily be- 
coming more urgeit. We are indebted to 
the "Manila Times” of March 5th 
for the above interesting particulars. 


Against the Plague. 

The “Manila American” of March 
Gth, informs us that the Board of Health 
hias just received from Japan 20,000 cubic 
centimeter tablets of protective plague rac- 
cine, and 40,000 more are expected in a 
week. A campaign of vaccination is about 
to commence. The rats in the city have 
been about completely decimated, there 
has not been a case of plague reported this 
season, and the Board intends that there 
shall be no possibility of further outbreaks 
when they conclude this big campaign. The 
vaceine to be used is purchased direct from 
the factory of the discoverer at Tokio, and 
its effectiveness has been thoroughly dem- 
onstrated. With this innovation, and a 
thorough sanitary organisation, the dis- 
ease will find little recaine in Manila. 


Was it all worth while? 

Is the question asked by the “ Manila 
American,” of March 4th referring to 
the bodies of about 3,500 Americans which 
have been raised and sent home by the 
Burial Corps. Quite recently the bodies 
of 332 American soldiers, who fell in the 
southern section of Luzon, arrived ‘at 
Manila. The identification of these bodies

‘Detective-sergeant Gilfillan said he had 
made enquiries and found that the prisoner 
formerly lived at Hongkong and had been 
employed as boy on s»me of the coasting 
steamers. 

Mr. G. Evans, of the Hongkong and 
Shanghai Bank, ‘said that this was a very 
serious charge and he thought the pris ner 
Should be” severely punished. These 
forgeries by natives were becoming very 
common.
